State Leads Nation 
In Traffic Fatalities 


Pennsylvania traffic fatalities 


approached a tragic new rec- 
ord over the long Christmas 
holiday weekend. And the state 
had the dubious honor of lead, 
ing all the states in the nation 
in highway deaths. 


At least 44 persons died in 


traffic accidents in all parts of 
the Keystone State — on rural 
roaus, on citv streets, on nar- 
row thoroughfares, on big wide 
expressways, and even on the 
Pennsylvania Turnpike. 


The toll counting began at 8 


p. m. Friday and ended at mid. 
night Monday. On Christmas 
night, rain, mixed with sleet 
and snow in some sections, be. 
gan falling, making driving 
even more hazardous for the 
tired, homeward-bound holiday 
traveler. 


The steady climb of highway 


deaths, on a weekend dedicated 
to religious peace and good will 
neared the mark of 46 estab- 
lished over the longer July 4th 
weekend of 1963. That period 
lasted 102 hours, compared 
with 78 over this Christmas 
holiday. 


Thanksgiving 1963, also cov- 


erinp 102 hours, recorded 43 
highway deaths. 


There were a total of 36 


crashes in which persons died. 
In two — at Breezewood Satur- 


day night and Paradise Sunday 
morning—there were three vie- 
tims each. Five other violent 
collisions each resulted in the 
deaths of two persons. 


Seven persons, all past So, 


were killed by cars as they 
crossed streets or roads near 
their homes. 
National Toll 
Reaches 63O 
At Midnight 


Holiday traffic deaths passed 


the 600 mark Monday night and 
mounted steadily as the home, 
ward-bound 
Christmas 
cele- 


brants 
clogged the 
nation's 


roads. 


The toll on the nation's high- 


ways—many rain or snow, slick- 
ened—was running behind the 
record pace in 1965, when 720 
persons lost their lives during 
the three-day holiday, the Na- 
tional Safety Council reported. 


Fatalities mounted to 630 in a 


count that began at G p.m. Fri- 
day and ended at midnight Mon- 
day. 


In the three-day observance 


last year the toll was 584. The 
all-time high for any holiday pe- 
riod, 784, was set in a four.day 
Thanksgiving 
observance 
in 


1966. 


Leaking Chlorine Gas Forces 
300 Families from Homes 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (AP) 


— Clouds of dangerous chlorine 
gas leaking from fire.damaged 
storage 
cylinders 
drifted 


through a Jacl-sonville residen. 
tial area Christmas morning, 
forcing 300 families from their 
homes while authorities neutral, 
ized the fumes. 


Most of the people routed 


from an 80-square-block area 
were allowed to return home 
Monday afternoon as the job of 
neutralizing the liquid chlorine 
with caustic soda neared com. 
pletion. Many of them had spent 
Christmas Day in a high school 
gymnasium. 


There were no reports of inju- 


ries to the residents of Jackson, 
ville's Lackawanna section, but 
three firemen were treated for 
chlorine inhalation and released 
during the day. 


Eighteen firemen also re- 


quired medical attention when a 
$150,000 fire Saturday afternoon 
damaged the Apperson Chemi- 
cal Co. plant, where the cylin- 
ders of chlorine had been stored 
temporarily because of the 
Christmas holidays. 


Chlorine fumes began spread, 


ing over the Lackawanna area 
late Sunday, several hours after 
firemen had abandoned a pre- 
cautionary vigil over the Apper. 
son plant. Authorities became 
aware of the danger when resi- 
dents of the area began regis- 
tering 
complaints 
about 
a 


strong odor and difficulty in 
breathing. 


Fire Chief W.A. Jackson, 


going on radio and television to 
alert the public, warned that 
clouds of chlorine and ammonia 
gas would be drifting across 
southwest Jacksonville during 
the night. He and Civil Defense 
officials later ordered evacua- 
tion of the area when the fumes 
became more concentrated. 


City police, using nightsticks, 


went from 
house to house 


knocking on doors waking fami. 
lies. Children carrying uno- 
pened Christmas gifts and par- 
ents toting coats and blankets 
left their homes in 35. degree 
weather and went to the gymna- 
sium about two miles away. 


Two young workmen for the 


chemical firm were hailed as 
heroes during the all-night bat- 
tie to neutralize the cylinders of 
chlorine. 


Willie Clarence Williams, 20, 


wrestled the tanks onto a fork 
lift truck and his partner, Carl 
Dickey, 18, raised Williams and 
the tanks to a level where they 
could be dropped nozzle first 
into drums of caustic soda and 
water. 


Deputy Fire Chief G. H. Ful. 


ton hailed the boys as "heroes" 
and said "they worked their 
hearts out." 


First Family Spends 
Holiday at White House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - It was 


President Johnson's first fam ily 
Christmas at the White House, 
and for his 6.month-old grand, 
son it was the first Christmas 
anywhere. 


The baby, Patrick Lyndon Nu- 


gent, was the center of attention 
as the early-rising Johnsons 
gathered around a 5-foot Nor- 
way spruce tree for the tradi- 
tional exchange of gifts. 


Heretofore the First Family 


has gone to the Johnson ranch 
in Texas for Christmas. But this 
year the chief executive barely- 
made it back to Washington in 
time after his globe-girdling 
flight to Australia. 


He brought back with him 


some Christmas gifts to add to 
the pile under the tree in the 
Yellow Oval Room. Not the 
least of these were a little jer- 
sey and some red and blue 
pants for his grandson. Johnson 
announced he bought them him- 
self at a military post exchange 
for $1.58. 


There also was a gold cross 


for the baby from Pope Paul VI, 
whom Johnson visited on his re- 
turn flight from Australia. For 
Mrs. Johnson, the Pope sent a 
15th-century 
Madonna 
and 


Child. 


All in all the President pro- 


nounced it a "wonderful, won- 
derful" Christmas, with more 
gifts "than you can count" 
stuffed in the Seven red velvet 
stockings that hung from 
a 


mantel in the family 
living 


quarters. 


The President and his wife, 


Lady Bird, went to 10 a.m. Holy 
Communion service at St Thorn- 
as' Episcopal Church, near Du- 
pont Circle. They were accom- 
panied by their daughter Lynda 
and her new husband, Marine 
Capt. Charles Robb. 


When they joined about 75 oth. 


er worshipers in singing "Hark! 
The Herald Angels Sing," the 
President put his arm briefly 
around his wife. 


Sunday morning Johnson went 


to early Mass at St. Dominic's 
Roman Catholic Church with his 
other daughter, Luci, and her 
husband, Patrick Nugent, who 
are up here fiom their Texas 
home for Christmas. 


Lynda and Mrs. Johnson were 


dressed in bright Christmasy 
green for the church service. 


As they left the gray stone 


church, the President paused on 
the steps for photographers and 
asked the rector, the Rev, Hen- 
ry H. Breul, to get Into the pic- 
ture too. 


Fear Dozens Dead 
In Apartment House 
Explosion in Moscow 


MOSCOW (AP) - An explo- 


sion that police attributed to a 
faulty gas main blasted a six- 
story apartment building into 
huge piles of rubble Monday 
night. A bystander said 10 or 12 
bodies were removed from the 
wreckage. 


The building appeared to have 


contained 24 apartments, indi- 
eating that perhaps 100 persons 
lived there. Most of these were 
still missing and presumed dead 
In the rubble early Tuesday. 


The explosion occurred about 


9:20 p.m. along the Moscow Riv- 
er about a mile downstream 
from the Kremlin. 


Ten to 15 minutes later, a 


bomb exploded underneath the 
empty car of the Associated 
Press Moscow bureau chief as it 
was parked at his apartment 
building two blocks across the 
river. There was no apparent 
connection with the blast that 
shattered the apartment build. 
ing and no known reason for the 
car bombing. 


The apartment building was 


turned into a mass of flaming 
rubble without warning, so far 
as bystanders knew. Gas explo- 
sions occur from time to time in 
old Soviet buildings, their fre. 
quency being hard to determine 
because they are not publicly 
reported. 


Officials refuse to give any in- 


formation on such things. 


Dozens of ambulances, fire 


engines and police cars gath. 
ered around the wreckage, and 
searchlights pierced the cold 
haze as rescue workers looked 
for survivors and carried out 
bodies. A few hours later, as 
work continued, heavy snow be- 
gan falling. 


It was an ordinary weekday 


night for Russians since those 


who celebrate Christmas do so 
Jan. 7 by the Russian Orthodox 
Church calendar. 


The car bombing was unu- 


sual. Veteran correspondents 
said they could recall nothing 
like it in the Soviet capital. 


The AP correspondent, Henry 


S. Bradsher, his wife and two 
children, had left the car about 
25 minutes before the bombing 
and were not injured. 


The car was a Volkswagen 


usually driven around town by 
Bradsher's wife, Monica. 


King Spends Christmas 
Negotiating for Return 


ROME (AP) — King Constan. 


tine spent part of Christmas 
Day negotiating with an envoy 
from Athens about when and 
how he would return to his 
throne in Greece. 


The envoy, Haralambos Pota- 


mianos, commented as he left to 
report to the Greek regime: "I 
am 100 per cent certain the king 
will return. It might happen in 
the next few days." 


King Constantine's mother, 


Queen Frederika, also spoke of 
a quick return. She told photo- 
graphers who had come to take 
Christmas pictures of the king: 
"We hope to return to Greece 
soon." 


The 
negotiations 
between 


Constantine 
and 
Potamianos 


were the second series of talks 
between them since the king 
fled to Rome after the collapse 
of his Dec. 13 effort to unseat 
the Greek military regime, 


Potamianos said at the air- 


port he hoped he would not have 
to come back for more talks. 


He was here two days this 


time. His first trip was last 
Monday. 


He also said that Constantine 


and Premier George Papado- 
poulos, the junta leader, had ex- 
changed Christmas wishes by 
cable over the weekend. 


On his arrival in Athens Pota. 


mianos again said the king 
might be back soon. This caused 
speculation in Athens that the 
return might take place by New 
Year's Day.

ever, that it would take much 
longer. 
100 Policemen 
Stymie Rioting 
In Jail Break 


CINCINNATI (AP) — About 


100 heavily armed policemen 
stymied rioting in the jail sec- 
tion of Cincinnati's downtown 
courthouse Monday night after 
inmates roamed for an hour out- 
side their cells on the sixth 
floor. 


Hamilton County authorities 


said 47 of the 250 inmates were 
involved in the disturbance 
which erupted after prisoners 
jammed benches outside the 
cellblock. There were no es- 
capes reported. 


< 'A group of the prisoners said 


they were going to spend Christ- 
mas right at home. They're 
going to be disappointed now 
since they're back in their 
cells," jailer Elijah Hilton told 
newsmen. 


Pre-Dawn Ship Fire Takes 
Lives of Three Crewmen 


NEW YORK (AP) — A pre- 


dawn ship fire, apparently first 
spotted by a Manhattan apart- 
ment dweller with a Hudson 
River view, took the lives of 3 
crewmen and injured 18 others 
Monday on a Norwegian freight- 
er anchored in the river. 


The fire, which came about 


six hours after a Christmas par- 
ty aboard the Dianet, gutted the 
interior of the three aft decks, 
the fire department said. 


The three bodies were found 


in cabins. 


Among the injured, police 


said, were three women crew 
members. 


At the Mississippi River port 


of Ostrica, La., south of New 
Orleans, eight crewmen were 
burned early Monday when an 
18,000-ton Gulf Oil Co. tanker 
was ripped by explosions. The 
explosions and resulting fire 
came after a string of barges 
rammed the S3 Gulf Supreme, 
which had a 55.man crew. 


Two Of the men were in seri. 


ous condition. 


In New York, the fire depart, 


ment said the ship blaze might 
have started as long as 30 min. 
Utes before alerting of the Di. 
anet crew began. The alarm 
came by telephone from an uni- 
dentified person almost half a 
mile north of 79th Street, off 
which ihe ship lay. 


The captain, I, J. Avligavlebo, 


and five crewmen escaped inju- 
ry and remained aboard, and 
two of the 29-member crew 
were aboard when the fire 
broke out about 4:15 a.m. 


Cause of the fire had not been 


determined. 


The Norwegian ship, built in 


1962, is owned by Christian J. 
Reim of Porsgrunn, Norway, 
and was bound for Yonkers, 
N.Y., just north of New York 
City, with a cargo of sugar. 


The sugar was not damaged.

Forces Go Back to War 


After 24-Hour Cease-Fire 


SAIGON (AP) — 
Allied 


ground forces went back to war 
in South Vietnam and U.S. figh- 
ter.bombers returned to targets 
in the North late Monday after a 
24-hour Christmas cease-fire 
that the UjS. Command said 
was broken by 79 enemy shoot- 
ing incidents. 


Military officers said Tuesday 


most of the air strikes were 
against numerous truck convoys 
that had been taking advantage 
of the holiday bombing pause 
and were still heading south, 
ward with supplies for enemy 
ground units. 


Hours after the allied cease- 


fire ended at 6 p.m. Monday in 
South Vietnam the U.S. Com- 
mand had no reports of major 
ground fighting. In the past it 
has taken several hours after 
cease-f Ires for heavy combat to 
resume. The Viet Cong have 


said they would observe a 
three-day cease-fire ending at 
midnight Tuesday but this was 
ignored by the allied side. 


Of the 79 incidents reported 


by U.S. headquarters, 20 were 
termed serious—meaning they 
involved casualties. Two Ameri- 
can soldiers were reported 
killed and 25 wounded. Enemy 
losses were put at 24 dead. 


Soon after the allied cease-fire 


ended, 
Navy 
Skyhawk 
jets 


caught a seven-mile-long truck 
convoy about midnight between 
Hanoi and the demilitarized 
zone, headquarters said. Pilots 
reported destroying 23 .of about 
150 vehicles and damaging eight 
others. 


Farther south, Navy and Air 


Force pilots staged separate at- 
tacks on truck convoys. They 
reported destroying at least four 
trucks and damaging eight oth. 


ers, while touching off numer- 
ous secondary explosions. 


Air Force B52 bombers also 


were back in the air. One strike 
Monday night hit at suspected 
enemy gathering areas south of 
Da Nang in South Vietnam's 
Quang Nam Province. Before 
daybreak 
Tuesday, 
another 


flight mauled suspected bivouac 
areas, weapons positions and in- 
filtration routes in the DMZ four 
miles northwest of the Con 
Thien Marine outpost. 


Inaddition to the U.S.-report- 


ed cease-fire incidents, the 
South 
Vietnamese 
military 


headquarters reported 39 more 
against government troops and 
civilians. 
Military casualties 


were reported as one killed, five 
wounded. Eleven civilians were 
reported kidnaped.

TOKYO (AP) — North Viet 


nam has rejected as "nothing 
but worn-out tricks" the five, 
point plan President Johnson 
laid down Dec. 19 for peace in 
Vietnam. The rejection came in 
a commentary in Hanoi's offi- 
cial Communist party newspa- 
per Nhan Dan. 


The only solution, the paper 


said, is for the United States to 
halt unconditionally the bomb, 
ing of North Vietnam and to 
withdraw U.S. and other allied 
forces from South Vietnam. 
These are the key points of a 
peace plan the Communists 
have held forth for several 
years and have not been ac- 
ceptable to the United States or 
South Vietnam. 


The President laid down his 


five points during a televised in.

ing placed here on two recent 
Defense Department announce* 
ments - that the Soviet Union 
is developing a Fractional Or- 
bital Bombardment System and 
that the United States is develop, 
ing a "Space Bus" that can 
drop off hydrogen bojnbs, city 
by city, over enemy territory. 


Some officials are concerned 


that 
these announcements 


herald a potential escalation of 
strategic warfare. Others wel- 
come what they consider a new 
candor In discussing a problem 
that was there, anyway. 


Much of the concern here 


stems from a speech by Dr. John 
S. Foster Jr., director of de. 
fense research and engineer, 
ing. In Dallas on Dec. 13, he 
first applied the "space bus" 
nickname to the American wea- 
pon,

heads. 
Technically, neither develop.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


National Committee for an Ef. 
fective Congress said Monday it 
is highly possible that Repubh. 
cans will capture control of the 
House next November, and gain 
six seats in the Senate as well. 


The committee, which de. 


scribes itself as a nonpartisan 
group dedicated to quality and 
ability In Congress, reported in 
a year.end analysis: 


"At all levels of American 


life,people share similar tears 
insecurities and gnawing doubts 
to such an intense degree that 
the country may in fact be suf- 
fering from a kind of national 
nervous breakdown." 


In this situation, the liberally 


oriented group said, the presi. 
dential election next November 
"promises to be very close." 
"The possibilities are wide 


open, and the political waters 
are boiling," the committee 
said. "Vietnam is the symbol 
and principal manifestation of 
the real question facing Ameri- 
ca,"This issue is whether the 
United States is to seek its desti. 
nj as arbiter of the globe, or 
whether it will live by the cardi. 
nal rule of the post-imperial 
world: that a nation must first 
find its salvation at home." 


The committee said party 


alignments are shifting, politi. 
cal independence is gaining 
strength, and Democratic party 
unity is splintering. 


It said a December survey of 


Congress found members of the 
House "preoccupied with crime, 
riots and inflation. 


"Lacking confidence in 'Great 


Society programs which have 
produced more confusion than 
avid support, wary of the moo- 
diness of the American people, 
and afraid of the 968 elections, 
the House was immobilized." 


It said its poll indicated Viet- 


nam is the overriding and baf 
fling issue for Congress mem- 
bers— wno are "not as con- 
vinced as their constituents that 
the war is worth the cost, or 
that a military victory is even 
possible. 


"But most Democrats, after 


much writing and squirming, 
have decided to live with the 01. 
ficial policy and challenge Re. 
publicans to come up with an al- 
ternative." 


The group said the chances of 


a Republican takeover, which 
would require a GOP gain of 31 
seats, will depend largely on the 
popularity of the 1968 GOP pres.

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Can We Buy Our Way Out? 


Day after day the evidence grows 


stronger that we can't expect to 
buy our way out of dilemmas created 
by modern-day sociological 
up- 


heavals. The more we spend, the 
more needs we find to call 
for 


greater and greater expenditures. 


The city of Detroit, where $100 


million was spent in a previous 
fiscal year on antipoverty and other 
"uplift" programs, has estimated 
a need of $250 billion in the next 
ten years. 


And in New York City, where a 


whopping $840.2 million 
in fed- 


eral funds were spent in 1967, it is 
now estimated that the need for the 
next decade will be as much as 
$50 billion. 


This illustrates the high cost of 


assuming that money, especially fed- 
eral money, is the only solution to 
all of our social problems. And it 
points up the fact that if we don't 
soon come up with something dif- 
ferent the cost of our give-away 
programs will eventually snow us 
under.

Just to consider that the number 


on relief in the nation has increased 
50 per cent in the last ten years 
at a time when the country is en- 
joying one of the longest periods of 
prosperity in its history and now 
equals in numbers the population 
of the state of Michigan, should 
cause us to wonder.

renewal, public housing, and the 
Office of Economic Opportunity pro- 
grams haven't reduced the number 
of riots and civil-criminal dis- 
orders.

law enforcement officers and 118 
civilians have been killed, 
and 


1,199 officers and 2,424 civilians 
injured. Property damage has a- 
mounted to $210.6 million; economic 
loss has totaled $504 million. 


It is little wonder that 
some 


congressmen down in Washington 
are presently wondering if we ever 
can spend our way into social ad- 
vancement and prosperity for all. 
Especially when so many of the well- 
intended programs are being ham- 
strung by political plum-manship 
and 
exhorbitant 
administrative 


costs. 


None of them have come up with 


a solution to the problem as yet, 
but they are seeking. And they had 
better find one soon or the future 
will be 
a bleak one for the tax- 


payer who will be expected to pay 
the bill. More and more money for 
bigger and bigger programs just 
isn't adding up to the Utopian dream 
we envisioned at the start. 


Perhaps Franklin D. Roosevelt 


had something just like our present 
situation in mind when he said, "If 
it fails, admit it frankly and try 
another."

WASHINGTON—The most headlined case of 


electronic bugging in Washington was that of 
the SheratonJCarlton Hotel suite of lobbyist Fred 
Black. 


It caused the Supreme Court to reverse Black's 


conviction for Income tax evasion, and caused 
the Justice Department to make a sensational 
admission that J. Edgar Hoover had listened 
in on hundreds of phone conversations over a 
number of years. 


This column can now report 


what the FBI 
heard when it 


tapped the Black hotel suite. 


The transcripts of the eaves- 


dropped 
conversations 
are 


stamped "June," an FBI code 
word for "secret," Their con. 
tents, however, throw such im- 
portant 
insight into how the 


cards are stacked on Capitol 
Hill against the public that the 
public is entitled to know the the full story. 
An illustration is the manner in which oil execu. 
tives operated to continue membership in the 
Senate Finance Committee so there would be no 
plugging of oil tax loopholes. 


This particular call was placed at 5:47 P.M., 


February 13, 1963, by Bnbby Baker, the former 
Senate Secretary, who telephoned from Black's 
hotel suite to Dean McGee of the Kerr-McGee 
Oil Company. 


He told McGee that the Senate liberals were 


trying to pack the Senate Finance Committee 
in order to plug the oil depletion tax loophole. 


"I think if D. Russell (Senator from Georgia) 


holds firm, we'll be able to prevent it," Baker 
said prophetically. 
This is vhat happened: 


Baker then demanded: "Are you in your off ice 


by yourself?" 


Apparently reassured, Baker confided: "Well, 


Lyndon told me the other day that Carl Albert 
told him they did not think Bob Jr. could win 
that seat. They want you to take it. I told them 
that was out." 


This was a reference to a confidential discus. 


sion between then-Vice President Lyndon John- 
son and House Democratic Leader Carl Albert 
over a plan to run Robert Kerr, Jr., for the Sen. 
ate seat left vacant by the death of his father, the 
late senior Senator from Oklahoma. 


Baker then told McGee, who was Sen. Ken* s 


petroleum partner, that Albert wanted General 
Dynamics to build a plant in Oklahoma. He said 
Albert felt "he has got to have something in his 
district to survive politically." 


Baker went on to describe the difficulty in 


getting space facilities for Oklahoma since Sen. 


Kerr*s death. James Webb, director of NASA, 
owed his appointment as space chief to Sen. Kerr, 
who had expected Webb to take care of Oklahoma 
in return. 


Regarding this, the FBI listened In and dutiful, 


ly recorded the following commentary. Baker: 


"Two things—first of all, since the old man 


(Kerr) died, this fellow Webb has gotten weaker 
and weaker where the state of Oklahoma is con- 
cerned. We sent them several things before the 
Senator died. 
When we got these back, (we) 


got back an okay on one«third of what we wanted 
to put there. He's just not going to do anything 
for us." 


In the end, however, either Baker1 s wirepull. 


ing or Webb's influence did pay off. Not only Gen- 
eral Dynamics but North American Aviation 
opened plants in Rep. Albert? s district shortlv 
before the 1964 election. The North American 
plant was arranged by Fred Black, who rep. 
resented the company in Washington. 


The FBI bug picked up Black1 s side of a tele- 


phone conversation with a North American offi- 
cial at 7 D.m. on April 1. 1963. 


"I had a call about an hour ago," reported 


Black, "from Mike Monroney* s office, and he and 
Carl Albert want to have breakfast with me Wed. 
nesday morning at 8 a.m. at the Senate Office 
Building. Just the two of them. I accepted the 
date and thought you'd better know. The two of 
them are the two big ones in Oklahoma. . .Al. 
bert is taking his rightful place in the sun here, 
and Monroney is the senior Senator from Okla- 
homa. I wanted you to be alerted."

The G-men scurried up to Capitol Hill the 


next morning to check whether Black kept his 
breakfast date. They were wary, however, about 
posting agents inside the Senate Office Build- 
ing. 


In a secret report, stamped "June," the G. 


men reported to their boss, J. Edgar Hoover: 
"WFO (Washington Field Office) discreetly 
covered the vicinity of Black's house, office 
and the SheratonJCarlton Hotel prior to 8 A.M. 
for the whereabout of the Cadillac normally 
used by Black. It was not observed prior to 


8:30 A.M.... 


"No surveillance was maintained in the Sen- 


ate Office Building, however, WFO made a dis. 
creet survey of the streets in the vicinity of 
the Senate Office Building for Black's car dur- 
ing the pertinent period with negative results... 


"WFO will be alert for any information which 


would indicate Black did or did not keep his 
appointment with Senator Mike Monroney and 
Representative Carl Albert."

Eve blast in China was equal to 
the explosion of 20,000 tons of 
TNT, roughly the power of the 
atomic bomb the United States 
dropped on Hiroshima in 1945. 
The low yield of the explosion 
could indicate it had been car- 
ried to a target on the head of a 
medium-range missile. 


The

ment Sunday was just two sen- 
tences long, reporting the power 
of the blast in the atmosphere 
and where it had taken place. 


After the Peking broadcast 


Monday, a spokesman in Wash, 
ington said the AEC would 
stand on its original announce- 
ment without elaboration.

Court unless the judge grants 
a pending motion for a new 
trial. 
Esherick was convicted Dec. 6 


in the bayonet murder of his 45- 
year-old father last May. 


A death sentence is required 


since a jury of 10 men and two 
women found Esherick guilty of 
first-degree murder without a 
recommendation of mercy after 
an 11-day trial. 


The verdict has drawn con- 


siderable comment, much of it 
unfavorable, 
from people in

out the country.

General Washington was por- 


trayedby St. John Terrell, pro- 
ducer of a music festival at 
Lambertville, about 10 miles up. 
stream from here, who decided 
15 years ago that it would be 
a, good idea to annually com- 
memorate Washington's cross, 
ing of the Delaware River. 


The trip past the ice floes in 


1776 took Washington's forces 
about nine hours. It took Terrell 
much less time but unlike Wash. 
Ington the producer did not have 
to worry about 18 cannon, or 
about the dark. 


Washington's forces arrived on 


the New Jersey side about 3 


a.m. Christmas morning. Ter. 
rell arrived about 3 p.m. 


However, Terrell faced a 


much more alert enemy than 
the sleepy Hessians of 191 years 
ago.

Ington'" and his party rowed 
across the Delaware from Penii- 
sjlvania in a 11-by 3-foot boat, 
they were intercepted by four 
rowboats containing about 15 
youths costumed in scarlet fac- 
similes of the 
uniforms of 


George m. 


They were Pennsylvania teen. 


agers from Council Rock High 
School In Newton and Tennent 
High School in War minster, ap- 
parently tired of seeing Wash- 
ington cross the Delaware unop- 
posed. 


They yelled "God Save the 


King" and fired a harmless 
charge from a carbide cannon 
as they approached Terrell. 


But relations have improved 


since 1776 and Terrell said he 
simply replied "Merry Christ- 
mas" to his unexpected opposi. 
tion and they let him pass. 


Saboteurs cut the telephone ca- 
bles between Bethlehem and Je- 
rusalem, cutting off a live 
broadcast of a Christmas Mass 
in Bethlehem. The line was 
quickly restored. 


Pope Paul VI bestowed his an- 


nual Christmas blessing to the 
world and the city of Rome 
from the balcony of St. Peter's 
Basilica as a crowd of 200,000 
listened in St. Peter's Square 
below.

VISUAL ACUITY IN CHILDREN 


Defective vision in children may be difficult to detect. 


The child rarely complains because he does not know 
just how well he ought to see. Furthermore, young- 
sters can not evaluate meaningful images in depth, color, 
and shadows. 
. 
Many signs indicate that the tyke's vision is not up 


to par. 
According to the National Society for the Pre- 


vention of Blindness, these children hold books or 
toys close to the eyes or trip over them on the floor. 
Now and then the child shuts or covers one aye or 
thrusts the head forward when looking at far or close 
Obiects. Some attempt to brush away a blur or squint 
whe-: looking across the room. Others frown frequently 
or tilt the head to one side. 
Interest is lost ia playing games that require distant 


vision 
The farsighted also have difficulty reading and 


doing close work. The> may blink the eyes frequently 
and are irritable or weepy when asked to do close work. 


Other clues are recurring sties, or eyes that are in. 


flamed and tear excessively for no apparent reason. 
The same can be said when the lids become red, 
swollen, or encrusted. Occasionally the eyes are un- 
duly sensitive to light. It is wise to seek medical ad- 
vice whenever cross-eye develops. 


If parents watched for these signs, many visual prob- 


lems could be avoided or corrected early. 
Proper 


treatment opens up a new world for these children. An 
adequate eye examination should not be delayed. Wait- 
ing untu ne is old enough to read may be too late. Simple 
screening tests can determine whether a more thoro 
study is needed. 


Lazy-eye blindness (amblyopia) is a condition that 


occurs to children with crossed eyes and other visual 
defects. 
The child with double vision tries to compen- 


sate by suppressing the weak eye and using only the 
strong one. Covering the healthy eye with a patch 
forces the child to use the weaker orbit. Unless detect- 
ed and treated, permanent loss of sight may occur.
